Schools shut tomorrow as 
teachers protest gov’t delay

A one-day teachers' strike will 
close the country's schools and 
kindergartens tomorrow. Tho 
teachers are protesting the 
government's unwillingness to im- 
plement without delay the Etzionl 
commission's recommendations on 
their pay and conditions. 

An Education Ministry 
spokesman said that no special 
preparations have been made for 
tomorrow's one-day protest. But If 
a full-scale strike should break out, 
programmes similar to those used 
in lire last teachers' strike would be 
activated. 

The spokesman last night held 
out hope that the strike might be 
averted if the National Labour 
Court upholds the state attorney's 
appeal against a Jerusalem Labour 


Court decision last Wednesday 
allowing the protest to take place. 

The local court had rejected a 
government request to extend its 
prohibition on work disruptions by 
teachers. The government's appeal 
was heard on Friday. Observers 
thought it unlikely to succeed, 
because the Jerusalem Labour 
Court's decision was Itself based on 
the government's own rejection last 
Monday of the National Labour 
Court's proposals for guidelines 
towards a settlement with the 
teachers. The national court. It is 
thought, will not rule in favour of 
the government, which has already 
flouted the court's compromise 
suggestions. 

In a separate hut related develop- 
ment, the Jerusalem District 
Labour Court on Friday ruled that

Movements of Syrian troops 
believed ‘not threatening’

- Israel has been watching 
movements of Syrian troops In 
Lebanon during toe past four days, 
but observers here believe that they 
do not threaten Israel — especially 
since there was no attempt to 
camouflage them. 

What is worrisome here la that 
the troops are being concentrated 
into two main areas though as yet 
there are so other overt signs of 
hostile intention. There also have 
been no reports of significant troop 
movements on the Golan. 

For the Syrian concentrations In 
Lebanon to get to Israel at this time 
of toe year would be lengthy and 
complicated and without air cover 
would be especially hazardous. But 
the Syrians could be moving toward 
the Christian enclaves In concert 
with terrorist irregulars who have 
been reported filtering Into UNIFIL 
territory with Increased rapidity. 

A massive Syrian move against 
the Christians in all likelihood 
would involve Israel at some stage, 
and could lead to a general escala- 
tion In the region. 

Diplomatic activity over the past 
four days has tried to clarify both 
Syrian intentions and Israeli reac- 
tion, with Israel concerned that no 


Boy, grandfather in death embrace

Haifa: — The bodies of an 11 -year- 
old autistic boy and his 50-year-old 
grandfather were found by police 
on Friday In Wadi Kelah, new 
Haifa University. Police think the 
grandfather ahot the child and then 
shot himself In the head. 

The alarm was raised when the 
boy. who attends a school for 
autistic children in the French 
Carmel neighbourhood, failed to 
return from school on time. 

Some of his schoolmates . told 
police that his grandfather, a local 
carpenter, had called for him after 
class. Later, passers-by reported 
seeing an elderly man and a boy 
walking down the hillside to Wad! 
KcUah. 

When found, toe two were clasped 
In an embrace, lying on a blanket. 

Police turned off the radio In the 
police car in which the boy’s 
mother was travelling during the 
search. When she learned, in the 
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hospital, what had happened to her 
son and father, she had to be 
treated for shock- The dead boy was 
toe oldest of three children. 

The boy's grandmother, a 
veteran worker with problem 
families, told Itim that her husband 
was a victim of society's in- 
difference to autistic children. 

She said he had burst Into tears 
last Thursday evening after seeing 
a television Interview with a 
backward girl who had Just won an 
International art competition. "He 
was choked by suffering; he said 
that If society eared more for these 
children, perhaps they could be 
helped more. He couldn’t accept the 
lack of concern for their future," 
■he said. 

. She said that recently the grand- 
father had been particularly 
worried about the boy's future. He 
bad loved hie grandson devotedly 
and had been taken up with toe 
question of how the family should 
mark his bar mitzva. 
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' misunderstandings lead to a 
general Increase in tension. With 
normalization of relations with 
Egypt beginning this week, Israel 
wants to avoid giving the Syrians 
any excuse for undermining 
current stability, or complicating 
the already complicated and fluid 
situation any further. 

Israel Is also watching President 
Assad's movements — especially 
yesterday's trip to Saudi Arabia, 
which could possibly have been in- 
tended to clarify what Saudi 
Arabia's position would be on an In- 
itiation of hostilities with Israel — 
either directly or through the 
Chrlsltlan enclaves in Lebanon. 

It is with much the same concern 
that Israel Is watching the Soviet 
foreign minister’s trip to Damascus 
this morning. Undoubtedly the 
U.S., which has been a participant 
in the latest diplomatic activity, 
has Indicated to Moscow that sanc- 
tioning Syrian aggression or 
attempts at destabilization would 
harm the already damaged U.S.- 
Soviet* relations. 

Israeli observers noted that it 
was possible to attribute different 
explanations to the Syrian troop 
movements. 

The problem was, they noted, 
that while Israeli defensive reac- 
tions had to be predicted on a 
"worst case" reading of the situa- 
tion. it was Important to ensure that 
these defensive measures not be 
misinterpreted by the Syrians as a 
possible pretext to further heighten 
the tension In the North.

— Egypt said 
yesterday It has approved the 
nomination of EUahu Ben-Ellsaar 

as Israel'* first ambassador to 
Cairo. 

The Egyptian approval was con- 
veyed to the foreign ministry, of- 
ficials here said. 

It came a few days after Israel 
approved the appointment of Saad 
Mortada, a career diplomat little 
known to toe public, a* Egypt's first 
ambassador to Israel. 
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But the works committees rejected 
hla advice. 

Meanwhile, militant workers 
silenced people who opposed the 
strike. Airport partem, shouting 
and shoving, broke up a meeting of 
senior airport officials who criticiz- 
ed the works committees* 
measures. Electric corporation 
technicians roughly pushed aside a 
worker who apoke out against 
today's action before a television 
camera.

The strike in Haifa Port will be 
only partial.

Is due early tola morning with 600 
tourists for a one-day visit, will also 
be given the usual services. 

To minimize the damage from 
the work stoppage, some port 
operations went on yesterday. In- 
cluding the loading of about 30,000 
cases of citrus fruit, a quarter of a 
weekday quota. 

While many workers oppose the 
strike, they are joining In order to 
preserve Hlstadrut solidarity.

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Bani-Sadr builds big 
lead in Iran voting 


TEHERAN. — Finance Minister 
Abolhasan Ban! -Sadr took a huge 
lead yesterday in Iran's first 
presidential election, and said that 
If elected he will try to resolve Che 
hostage issue "as quickly as 
possible." 

Banl-Sadr, 46, who sought a plan 
to free the hostages last November 
and was then fired os acting foreign 
minister, received at least so per 
cent of the vote In 13 cities, accor- 
ding to early returns reported by 
Teheran Radio. 

The radio said that as of 2:30 
p.m., Banl-Sadr had won about 3 
million votes. 

It also reported the ailing T9 -year- 
old Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
who retains supreme power over 
any new president, had been ex- 
amined by two heart specialists 
from Lausanne. Switzerland. It 
said they pronounced his condition 
good. 

The radio said the specialists 
were Invited to Iran at the request 
of the people and to reassure the na- 
tion. It said Khomeini's condition 
gave no cause for alarm, but his 
doctors recommended rest. It 
repeated a request that no one ask 
to visit him.

Radio said Education Minister 
Hasson Hablbl, also considered a 
front-runner, received 20 per cent

Lmowitz returns to Mideast 
alter meeting King Hussein

U.S. presidential Middle East en- 
voy Sol Llnowitz is due In Cairo to- 
day on the first leg of what may be a 
regional shuttle aimed at breaking 
the deadlock In the Israel- Egyptian 
negotiations for West Bank and 
Gaza Strip autonomy. 

Llnowitz conferred yesterday In 
London with Jordan's King Hus- 
sein, who Is on a private visit In Bri- 
tain. No information was divulged 
on their 90-minute conference at the 
Jordanian embassy in London. 

Prior to leaving Washington, 
Llnowitz indicated that the U.S. 
might steer the autonomy 
negotiations into a framework that 
may attract West Bonk and Gaza 
Strip leaders, and Subsequently 
Jordan. 

He said that be Intended to meet 
Arab leaders In the administered 
territories, noting that they might 
find it difficult to boycott future 
talks which would offer measures 
"tantamount to full autonomy." 

Reports last night said that 
Llnowitz la planning to convene an 
autonomy plenary session in Israel 


on Thursday in an attempt to 
narrow the gap between Egypt and 
Israel on the Issue. Technical teams 
from the two countries, known as 
working groups, are due to meet 
together with a U.S. delegation in 
Tel Aviv tomorrow. 

Egypt and Israel have already 
presented mutually unacceptable 
autonomy plans — with brae! In- 
sisting that it be retricted to ad- 
ministrative affairs and Egypt 
claiming full-fledged executive 
powers for it. 

Llnowitz is due here on Tuesday 
for talks with Premier Menahem 
Begin and the ministerial 
autonomy team headed by Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg. He also plans 
to visit Saudi Arabia and Morocco 
— two countries the U.S. considers 
moderate powers in the Arab 
world. 

The Saudis yesterday conducted 
a wide-ranging assessment of the 
Middle East with Syrian President 

Hafez Assad. The latter had gone to 
Riyadh for regional strategy 
deliberations before meeting with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko in Damascus. 


Living standards soared in W. Bank, Gaza

West Sank and Gaza Strip 
residents registered one of the 
world's largest Increases In private 
consumption between 19B8 and 1977, 
There was an 8 per cent annual 
growth in the West Bank, and a B 
per cent growth in the Gaza Strip, it 
emerges from a Bank of Israel 
research department report. 

The report points out that the 
territories’ geographical proximity 
to centres of economic activity In 
Israel has permitted the Arab pop- 
ulation lo obtain better employ- 
ment than Ihey had in the past, 
without having to leave their 
homes. 

The population has thus been 
spared the experience of many 
developing nations in which 
villagers move Into the towns to 
create new urban slums. 

This in turn has meant that peo- 


ple in the territories have been able 
to save considerable sums of money 
which they have invested, for the 
most part, in building new homes 
on reasonably priced land. Some 76 
per cent of all investment In the 
areas has been in building and 
earth moving. 

Within the territories, the olive 
harvest Is the decisive factor In 
determining economic activity In 
any given year, the report says. 

In the years 1978 and 1977, which 
the report particularly scrutinizes, 
the territories' economic activity 
slowed down to parallel the slow- 
down In Israel. In these two years, 
some 23 per cent only of the GNP in 
the area came from work in Israel. 

GNP In the decade reviewed 
grew at an annual rate of 12.3 per 
cent in the West Bank and 12.7 per 
cent in Gaza and northern Sinai. 2n 
1978 and 1977, the rate of GNP 
growth was only B-7 per cent, but 
Oils, too. Is a particularly high 
figure by world standards. 


The deficit in the territories* 
trade balance throughout the 
decade reviewed has been covered 
by transfers from residents work- 
ing outside, primarily in Arab coun- 
tries. 

The mobility of workers from the 
administered territories who are 
prepared to work either in Israel or 
In other Arab states has reduced 
unemployment drastically. Thus, 
even m 1976 77, it stood only at 1.3 
per cent In the West Bank 17 per 
cent in tho two years Immediately 
following the Six Day Wan and at 
0.3 per cent in Gaza and northern 
Sinai i 13 per conn. 

Tho rise in the standard of living 
within the territories Is reflected In 
n rapid increase in expensive items 
of household equipment. By 3978, 82 
per cent of all homes had gas cook- 
ing facilities (41 per cent in 1974). 36 
per cent had refrigerators (14 per 
cent in 1972), and 18 per cent had 
washing machines fli per cent in 
1974).

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sad&t has instructed his 
government to advance the Im- 
plementation of all aspects of 
normalization of relations with 
Israel to mid-February — some 
five months ahead of a deadline 
set for the negotiation of 
agreements on bilateral ties. 

Sadat was also reported to have 
ordered that toe Egyptian com- 
mittee handling the normalization 
of relations with Israel be placed 
under the supervision of Defence 
Minister Gen. Kamal Hasson All. 
The committee has thus far worked 
under the direction of Minister of 
State for Foreign Affair* Butroa 
Gh&li, who has advocated Unking 
the development of normalization 
to the progress of negotiations on 
autonomy for the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

All's Israeli counterpart. Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman, has been. 
put in charge of coordinating nor- 
malization on toe Israeli side, The 
Jerusalem Post learned last night. 

A confidant of President Sadat 
said that the Egyptian leader has 
instructed Premier Mustapha 
Khalil to consider February IS toe 
starting date for "complete nor- 
malization," no matter what 
deadlines were set out in the peace 
treaty signed last March. 

This is presumed to Include the 
exchange of ambassadors, original- 
ly scheduled for February 26, and 
the negotiation of trade, cultural 
and civil aviation agreement* 
previously planned to start on July 
28. 

Sadat's decision to advance nor- 
malization was seen as a bold move 
contrasting with the demand a 
week ago by the Egyptian parUa- 
ment that normalization of 
relations with Israel be stalled until 
a comprehensive settlement to toe 
Iarael-Arab conflict Is ac- 
complished. Prime Minister Khalil 
at the time acquiesced in the 
parliament's demand. 

Normalization of relation* 
between the two countries formally 
went into effect last night. The first 
stage Involved lifting the ban on 
traffic between the two nations — 
on land, sea and air — and initiating 
the exchange of telecom- 
munications services. 

Sadat's confidant, Anla Mans our 
— editor of toe "October" weekly 
magazine — said that the decision 
to advance' the process of nor- 
malization was token by Egypt's 


president after his talks with 
Defence Minister Ezer Welzman In 
Cairo last week. 

"This means," Mansour wrote 
yesterday, "that all committees 
and delegations commissioned to 
arrange cultural, technical and 
commercial affairs between the 
two countries can start their work 
Immediately." 

Mansour, who meets with Sadat 
every Thursday — two days before 
the publication of his weekly 
magazine — said that Sadat’s order 
to accelerate the pace of normaliza- 
tion came In response to Israel’s 
discharge of all her commitments 
In the peace treaty "with complete 
honesty and honour." 

Reports from Cairo meanwhile 

said that instructions have already 

been Issued to all Egyptian access 
ports of entry by land, sea and air to 
allow the entry of Israelis bolding 
valid visas. 

The reports also said that the 
Egyptian government has sent to 
parliament a draft law rescinding 
all anti-Israeli boycott measures. 
The Egyptian participation in the 
32-year-old Arab boycott against 
Israel was terminated as of last 
night. 

The Egyptian government is 
planning to send a foreign ministry 
delegation to Tel Aviv this week to 
seek premises for an embassy. 
Egypt’s diplomatic mission, head- 
ed by ambassador-designate Saad 
Mortada, Is due to follow two weeks 
later. 

Israel’s diplomatic mission is 
scheduled to leave for Cairo 
tomorrow to take over the premises 
just rented in the Egyptian' 
capital’* Gezlra suburb. 
Ambassador-designate Dr. Eliahu 
Ben- Elisa ar is now expected to pre- 
sent his credentials to President 
Sadat in mid-February.

Arab world: 'Black Saturday’ 

Normalization met by 
W. Bank strikes, attack

Egypt's proclamation of it* nor- 
malization of relations with Israel 
was greeted yesterday by argeneral 
business strike in the West Bank 
and a grenade attack in Gaza— and 
In parts of the Arab world by 
demonstrations dubbing the day 
"black Saturday.” 

Nine residents of Gaza were 
slightly injured when unidentified 
assailants hurled a grenade at an 
army vehicle patroUlng the city's 
busy Fa las tin square. Missing toe 
soldiers, the bomb landed In the 
midst of a crowd, injuring nine 
passersby. 

The day was marked in the West 
Bank by a strike which closed 
stores, offices and schools, but no 
violence was reported. The strike 
included East Jerusalem, bringing 
the entire city to a total Sabbath 
shutdown. 

"We're striking because January 
26 will be remembered as the day 
Sadat launched his relations with 
I Premier Menahem) Begin against 
the Palestinian people," Nablus 
Mayor Bassara Shak'a told 
reporters. 

Syria and Iraq, In separate 
statements, proclaimed yesterday 
as a "day of disgrace." Both coun- 
tries have pledged support for 
Sadat's opponents. 

The official Syrian news agency 
said that "tens of thousands of peo- 
ple marched through Damascus 
carrying signs condemning Sadat's 
new capitulationist step and his 
opening of the gates of Arab Egypt 
to the infiltration of the Zionist im- 
perialists." 

Schools, shops and banks were 
closed in the Moslem western sec- 


tor of the Lebanese capital of Beirut 
in protest against the normalization 
of relations.

In Beirut's Sabra suburb, which 
is controlled by tbe Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO), ef- 
figies of Sadat, Begin and U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter were put 
to the torch. 

“Khomeini is our supporter, to 
hell with Sadat" a crowd In Sabra 
roared occasionally In the midst of 
anti-Sadat speeches delivered by 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat, George 
Habaah, head of tbe Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine, and 
Nayef Hawatxaa, head of the 
Popular Democratic Front. 

In Doha. Qatar, several hundred 
PLO activists staged a sit-in strike 
at the Arab League office to protest 
the opening of the border between 
Egypt and Israel. 

No demonstrations were allowed 
In other oil-rich Arab countries. In- 
cluding Saudi Arabia, although the 
state-controlled press in those 
states published voluminous 
editorial commentaries agalitst 
Sadat. 

Kuwait's leading dally, “A-Ral 
Al-Aam," urged the Egyptian peo- 
ple to revolt against Sadat now that 
he has established normal 
relations with Israel. 

"The Egyptian people must now 
move and stage a revolution despite 
the suppressions they are suf- 
fering," the paper said. “The Egyp- 
tian people has no other alternative 
now that they see the Israeli flag 
rising in Cairo at a time when Arab 
flags have disappeared from 
Egypt." It added.

Budget goes to cabinet; 
housing still sore point

Most of today's cabinet meeting 
will be devoted to the 1980/81 
budget, but no decision is expected 
because of the conflict between 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitx 
and Housing Minister David Levy 
on what cuts should be made, and 
where. 

Another meeting of the cabinet 
will probably be scheduled for this 
week. 

The debate will focus on the dis- 
tribution of funds to the various 
ministries, and the proportion of ex- 
penditures to be in local or in 
foreign currency. Some ministry 
budgets are expected to be cut by as 
much as 10 per cent. 

The budget, which totals IL405b. 
in 1979 prices, is being brought to 
the cabinet by Hurvitx alone, since 
the economic cabinet refused to ap- 
prove it. 

Meetings late last week between 
Levy and Finance Director- 
General Ya’acov Ne’eman failed to 
bridge the gap between the 
positions of the two ministers. Lew 
is demanding hundreds of millions 
of pounds more than Hurvitx has 
given him for building starts within 
the next year. ■ 

The assumption is that Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin will not 
take sides, and that Hurvitx will 
have to compromise with Levy. He 
may have to cut the budgets of 
Other ministries. Including that of 
the Defence Ministry, which has not 
been cut at all so far. 

Another point of conflict will be 
the demand by the Governor of the 
Bank of Israel, Arnon Gafny, that 
the Defence Ministry cancel Its in- 


flationary plan to convert hundreds 
of millions of dollars into pounds to 
buy equipment on the local market, 
mils would add another ILllb. of 
expenditures to the budget, Gafny 
says, and would reduce by 76 per 
cent the effect of the budget cut 
Hurvitz is bent on getting. 

Gafny will also tell the cabinet 
that the foreign currency reserves 
the budget provides for — IL6b. in 
1979 terms — are too small. They 
should be enlarged by further 
reducing ministry budgets, he 
believes, 

Gafny also says it is not at all 
clear how the Treasury can assume 
it will be able to increase tax 
revenue by ILllb., simply by Im- 
proving collection practices. 

Another focus of attention at the 
cabinet meeting will be social 
welfare. Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Eats has already 
announced that he will not agree to 
a cut of more than 4 per cent In his 
ministry’s budget. Any further cut 
would polarize Israeli society, he 
says. 

Katz will emphasize the need to 
subsidize the poor consumer, now 
that subsidies on consumer goods 
have been drastically cut. 

Treasury officials say they hope 
to conclude agreements on the 
budgets stfll to be finalized — such 
as those of the Energy *wd Com- 
munications Ministries, and 
Labour and Social Affairs — and 
concentrate on the housing budget. 
In any case, they are in a hurry to 
get the budget through the cabinet 
so that* it can he submitted to the 
Knesset during the second half of 
March, at least a few days before it 
goes into effect. 


MK accuses Peace Now 
of subversion on U.S. tour

Likud MK Av raham Sharlr ac- 
cused the Peace Now movement on 
Friday of “subversive activities" 
and has approached the attorney 
general about bringing charges 
against two of the movement's 
leaders. 


Sharlr was referring to Dedi 
Zucker and Yael Tamir, two 
representatives of the Peace Now 
movement who, two m onths ago, 
following the “New Outlook’’ 
Palestinian conference in 
Washington, toured the UJB. and 
met with Jewish community 
leaders. Sharlr said the Israeli 
consul-general ' in Chicago com- 
plained that the two had been urg- 
ing U.S. Jewish leaders to oppose 
the Israel government. 

A Peace Now spokesman said 
last night that their tour was 
organized throughout by the vice- 
president of ..the World Jewish 


Congress, Sam Norwich, and that 
their activities were praised by 
Philip Klutznick, then president of 
the World Jewish Congress, and by 
Israel’s consul-general in New 
York, Paid Kedar. The spokesman 
said Kedar told the two movement 
representatives that their cam- 
paign was helping to retain the 
loyalty- of a section of the American 
Jewish community which would 
otherwise have abandoned Israel's 
cause. 

The movement spokesman said 
that- the Israel consul in Chicago, 
Moshe Gilboa, had “twisted the 
words" of the two representatives 
In his report back to Israel which 
served as the basis of Sharlr' s 
charge. 

Last week, the Peace Now move- 
ment was involved In a similar 
altercation with Israel’s am- 
bassador to France, Meir Rosenne, 
who accused their delegation of 
“purposely or Inadvertently" 
aiding Israel’s enemies. 


Cabinet to discuss 
Carter’s call for 
Olympics boycott

The cabinet today will discuss 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter's re- 
quest to Israel to boycott the Olym- 
pic Games in Moscow because of 
the Soviet invasion of Af gh a ni st an .

The cabinet is quite likely to issue 
a declaration expressing sympathy 
for the Carter request, and un- 
derstanding for its motives, while 
stressing that the Israel Olympic 
Committee alone is qualified to 
make a decision.

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Central dis- 
trict police say they have slashed a 
main artery of drug supply In the 
Tel Aviv area with the arrest of a 
man and a woman suspected of be- 
ing involved in deals worth tens of 
millions of pounds in stolen bar- - 

bitur&te pills. 

The pills are said to have been 
taken from the Health Ministry's 
central pharmacy In Jaffa. 

The barbiturates are used by ad- 
dicts in place of hard drugs. 

In the course of normal In- 
vestigations in recent weeks police 
noted that the barbiturate market 
was flooded with a common variety 
of barbiturate trade-named Prodor- 
mol. The pills are marketed in 
various colours — pink by the 


ministry, white by pharmacies and 
blue by Kupat Holim. 

The predominant colour on the 
drug market was pink, which led 
the police to believe that the source 
was the Health Ministry pharmacy 
in Jaffa. They, planted a detective 
there disguised as a cleaner. He 
saw a woman buy IL40,000 worth of 
the pills from a ministry employee. 
The two were arrested. 

The woman is a divorcee with two 
children who Is suspected of having 
been involved in drug peddling. The 
ministry worker, who is 
cooperating with police, reportedly 
told investigators that he has been 
supplying the drug to the narcotics 
market for about seven years, ob- 
taining the pills by forging delivery 
notes.

In Teheran, Khomeini cast his 
ballot from hospital, while millions 
of his countrymen voted In the snow 
and cold. 

Despite appeals by Khomeini and 
all the eight leading presidential 
candidates for calm. during the 
elections, clashes and boycotts dis- 
rupted the balloting in the 
northwest Kurdish provinces, 
where voter response was poor. 
Teheran Radio Bald there had been 
a "limited number of clashes," hut 
did not elaborate. 


In a reversal of Iran’s previous 
stand. Foreign Minister Ghotb- 
z&deh said yesterday Dan would 
send a delegation to the conference 
of Islamic foreign ministers In 
Islamabad on the Afghan crisis. 

Iran originally said it would not 
attend because the conference’s 
start coincided with the establish- 
ment of diplomatic i relations 
between Israel and. Egypt. The 
opening session was later post 
poned until today.

Conference sources in Islamabad 
said yesterday that the talks' agen- 
da had been expanded to Include 
Palestinian rights and external 
pressure on Islamic countries.

CAIRO (UPI). — The Soviet Union 
has repatriated some of its Cairo 
diplomats in compliance with 
Egypt's request for a cut In the size 
of the Soviet mission, an Egyptian 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Egypt ordered the reduction on 
January 6 to protest the Soviet invar 
sion of Afghanistan. 

The Soviet embassy staff 
originally consisted of 52 diplomats, 
and Egypt did not set a figure for 
the Soviet mission cutback, but 
merely requested "proportional 
reduction" to a level corresponding 
to the number of Egyptian 
diplomats In Moscow, said to be 82.

— The British 
Appeal Court last night ordered 
that the four-week-old strike In the 
state-owned steel Industry must not 
be extended today to the privately- 
owned steel companies, who 
produce 15 per cent of the total out- 
put. 

Lord Denning, the presiding 
judge, cited a need to avert a dis- 
astrous effect on the nation’s 
economy. In a controversial judge- 
ment. the court also ordered the 
steel unions not to prevent foreign 
steel entering the country and said 
that their 90,000 members on strike 
must stop the "secondary" 
picketing of plants and depots not 
directly Involved in the dispute. 

The judgement was condemned 
as anti-union by left-wing Labour 
opposition Members of Parliament. 
One MP, Bob Gryer, said he would 
challenge it in the House of Com- 
mons.

— Presi- 
dent Josip Broz Tito is recovering 
well after last Sunday's amputation 
of hta left leg and is already un- 
dergoing rehabilitation treatment, 
his doctors said yesterday.

Nisnas houses 5,000 persons in 1,000 
families, one third of Haifa's Arab 
population. Housing conditions 
were found to be “very poor,” with 
a density of up to nine persona per 
room. 

A recent City Hall survey found 
40 per cent of the buildings in need 
of Immediate and extensive renova- 
tion, with many in danger of 
collapse. 

The students found that Wadi 
N tanas is not a run-of-the-mill 
“slum," inhabited by the poverty- 
stricken. Its residents include mid- 
dle class famines and academics, 
who do not wish to move out. It also 
serves as a social centre for most of 
the city's Arabs. 

They found no serious crime 
problem, although there was “at 
least the reputation" of a drug 
trading centre. But they also found 
the neighbourhood does not suffer 
from a drug addiction problem. 

Working In teams of four or five 
each, the students came up with 
differing solutions to renovating the 
area. But none proposed razing the 
neighbourhood and rehousing 
residents elsewhere. Rather, they 
recognized Its central place In Arab 
life in Haifa and proposed ways and 
means for "making it liveable.” 

The plans included renovating 
those houses that can still be saved, 
preserving their distinctive styles, 
putting up new and somewhat 
larger dwellings where there is 
room, and replacing dangerous 
buildings that must be demolished. 
They also emphasized the preser- 
vation. after renovation, of the 
Wadi's market place and shops, 
which attract many outsiders.

NEW YORK (API. - The deepen- 
ing chill In relations between the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union has led to 
some major changes In Wall 
Streeters' economic forecasts for 
the early 1980s. 

A few months ago, the standard 
view was that a U.S. recession was 
looming In 1980. It was expected to 
exert downward pressure on cor- 
porate profits, but It was also ex- 
pected to put at least a small dent in 
Inflation and bring down Interest 
rates from their recent historic 
highs. 

Now some of those forecasts are 
being adjusted for the prospect of 
Increased spending on defence and 
technological research, which 
could be a broad stimulus to 
economic activity. 

"An arms race lasting for at least 
the next half-decade Is Increasingly 
probable," said Richard B. Hoey, 
an analyst at Bache Halsey Stuart 
Shields Inc.. In a report issued 


earlier this month. 

"The coming arms race should 
have minimal Impact cr. the outlook 
for the eeonomv in 1980, but a major 
impact on 1982-1983." 

Whether such a possibility is good 
or bad economic news for investors 
depends on your perspective.

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Gur asks debate

Yigal Ailon, Yitzhak Rabin and 
Me tr Amlt — who last week asked 
Gur and Tal to atop their public 
argument about the reorganisation 
of the IDF. Tal’s plan for a ground 
forces command has been adopted 
and Tal himself has returned to ac- 
tive army service. Tal in fact has 
been publicly silent In the con- 
troversy over his plan and over 
Gur'a personal allegations. 

Gur also asked for an exhaustive 
debate on the plan and its effect on 
the army's preparedness. 


Tractor-driver’s body 
found at Palm&hlm 

RISHON LEZXON (Itlm). — The 
body of a Beduln tractor driver who 
disappeared two weeks ago washed 
up or. the Palmahlm beach near 
here on Friday. 

Police said that on the day of his 
disappearance his tractor had been 
found overturned In a stream bed. 
At the time, several days of 
searching, with the aid of dogs and 
helicopters, failed to turn up the 
driver. 

They now assume that he was 
hurt when the tractor overturned, 
and that his body was washed down 
the rain -swollen stream to Wadi 
Rubin, which runs into the sea. The 
body was washed back In on Fri- 
day. 


PLANE CRASH. — The 13 persons 
aboard a Cassa twin-engine air- 
craft which Apparently crashed 
some 65 km. southeast of Jakarta 
are feared dead, police said yester- 
day.

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PL0 supporter 
to prison 
in New York 

NEW YORK (AP). — Ramalla- 
bom Paul AJlouny was sentenced to 
two years in a federal prison on Fri- 
day for attempting to ship 820.000 
worth of stolen communications 
material to the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. He also was fin- 
ed no.ooo. 

AJlouny, 45. who went to the U.S. 
in IBM. later gaining citizenship, 
said he was a non-violent supporter 
of the PLO. "I am not a terrorist,” 
he asserted. He said he publishes 
the Arabic newspaper. "A1 Fajar.” 
In Jerusalem. 

U.S. District Judge Mark Costan- 
tlno permitted Aljduny to remain 
free without bond pending an 
appeal of the sentence. He could 
have been given 10 years in prison. 

AJlouny was convicted of attemp- 
ting to ship New York Telephone 
Co. equipment to Qatar, to be used 
in setting up an Independent 
telecommunications system for the 
PLO. He claimed to be an adviser 
on American matters to the PLO 
mission to the UN. 

The government said the equip- 
ment was awaiting Installation 
when It was stolen from a New York 
office building. AJlouny was vice- 
president of a maintenance firm 
that cleans the building. The equip- 
ment was seized by customs agents 
In April, 1978. on a Brooklyn pier.

South African violence escalates 

Black terror raid ends 
in fatal police shoot-out 


PRETORIA. — The death toU from 
South Africa’s worst black terrorist 
attack climbed yesterday to five, as 
white participants In the drama at a 
suburban bank returned to their 
jobs as If nothing had happened. 

The drama began soon after mid- 
day on Friday when the three 
gunmen walked calmly Into a 
branch of the Afrikaans Volkskas 
Bank with Soviet-made rifles and 
grenades concealed in handbags. 

Some customers escaped through 
a back door, but about 25 customers 
and staff were taken hostage, until 
police commandos stormed the 
building at dusk. 

The dead Included the three 
gunmen, a 19-year-old woman teller 
and a 37-year-old mother of three 
who died In hospital yesterday. 

Hospital spokesmen said another 
nine people remained In hospital 
with multiple shrapnel and gunshot 
wounds. 

All casualties came when police 
commandos charged into the 
building with blazing guns. The 
terrorists Inside the bank respond- 
ed with bursts of fire from their 
Soviet-made AK47 assault rifles 
and tossed a grenade that exploded, 
in the midst of the two dozen' 
terrified white hostages. 

As the wounded screamed, the 
commandos peppered the terrorists 
with gunfire, which a policeman 


said “turned them Into 
mincemeat.” 

Friday's attack was the first in 
which black terrorists have struck 
at a white establishment target in 
South Africa. 

Hostages said later that the three 
men claimed they were members of 
the outlawed African National 
Congress (ANC) and threatened to 
kill all of them unless their 
demands for the release of black 
political prisoners were met. 

Police negotiated with the 
gunmen a number of times during 
the siege and were presented with 
conditions for the s release of the 
hostages. 

One demand was for the release 
of veteran ANC leader Nelson 
Mandela, who has served almost 20 
years of a life imprisonment 
sentence on Robben Island, off 
Cape Town, for plotting to 
overthrow the government. 

The South African government 
yesterday warned black militants 
that police would again match 
violence with violence if they tried 
to repeat the bank raid. 

In Zambia, a spokesman for the 
outlawed Congress said, ‘‘South 
Africans can expect a steady es- 
calation In urban terrorist attacks 
of all kinds. Militants will not be 
frightened by the episode.”

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Mugabe literature banned 
on eve of his return home 


SALISBURY (UPI). — On the eve 
of Robert Mugabe's long-awaited 
return to Rhodesia, Britain's 
colonial governor announced 
yesterday that he had banned a 
large quantity of the black 
nationalist's political literature for 
"incitement to violence and racial 
hostility." 

A spokesman for Britain's Lord 
Soames, who assumed power last 
month, said the governor had 
issued an order on Friday banning 
“a number of pamphlets and 
posters" which had been seized on 
their arrival at Salisbury airport by 
Rhodesian customs. 


A British source said the 
literature contained such 
statements as "death to British 
colonial troops," and calling on 
Mugabe's supporters in the Zim- 
babwe African National Union 
(Patriotic Front) to ‘‘destroy by 


force of arms the collective racist 
Tiold on Zimbabwe.” 

In Maputo, Mozambique, Mugabe 
said on Friday night Soames was 
fearful he would win the upcoming 
Rhodesian elections and waa trying 
every trick In the book to ruin his 
chances for victory. 

Mugabe told a crowd of 10,000 
well-wishers at a "fare well" rally 
in the Mozambique capital before 
his scheduled departure for 
Salisbury today that his party does 
not want white Rhodesians to flee 
the country. He said they had 
nothing to fear In the event of a 
ZANU-PF victory. 

The black politician said the 
Rhodesian air force waa still being 
used in the ZANU strongholds in 
northeastern Rhodesia to attack hla 
supporters and he said the British 
were “overtly acting In collusion" 
with South Africa to intimidate his 
guerrilla forces. 


Fury in Madrid over street names 


MADRID (UPI). — Right-wing ex- 
tremists have threatened to kill a 
city councilman and his family if 
the Socialist administration carries 
out plans to change the names of 27 
streets honouring the late dictator 
Francisco. JFranco^aud - his JfcUow . 
fascists, authorities said yesterday. 

The Triple A (Anti-Co mm uniat, 
Apostolic Alliance) made the threat 
in a letter delivered to Socialist 
councilman Enrique Moral on Fri- 
day. shortly before the council ap- 
proved the changes by a vote of 33- 
to-25. 

Under the plan, 26 streets and 
plazas In six months will revert to 
the names they bore before the 
proclamation of the Second 


Republic on April 14, 1931 and the 
upheavals culminating with the 
1936-39 Spanish Civil War.

Miguel Angel Aguilar, director of

WASHINGTON (UFI). -Attorney- 
General Benjamin Civiletti, in a 
veiled warning Friday to the U.S. 
Olympic Committee, said the 
Justice Department Is considering 
options for enforcing an American 
boycott of the Moscow games. 

‘‘There are a number of options 
under consideration,” Civiletti told 
a news conference. 

In effect, he put the committee on 
notice that if it attempts to defy 
President Jimmy Carter's ex- 
pected call for a boycott, the 
government will do what it can to 
prevent U.S. athletes from going to 
Moscow. 

Sources said options being con- 
sidered include revoking athletes' 
passports or, less likely, using the 
International Emergency 
Economic Powers Act to bar a 
“renegade" Olympic committee 
from paying their travel costs. 

“We have explored the various 
options that are available under the 
law and applicable powers of the 
president and Congress with regard 
to enforcement or implementation 
of a boycott. If that should prove to 
be absolutely necessary,'' Civiletti 
said. 

But he said he has "no expecta- 
tion that it will be necessary," and 
predicted that the public, athletes 
and government representatives 
will cooperate voluntarily with any 
final boycott policy. 

Carter has said he will call for 
transferring, cancelling or boycot- 
ting the 1980 summer Olympics In 
Moscow unless the Soviet Union 
moves troops out of Afghanistan by 
February 20. 

The final decision rests with the 
U.S. Olympic Committee, whose 82 - 
member executive board is 
meeting In Colorado Springs; this 
weekend. The committee is ex- 
pected to abide by" Carter's deci- 
sion. 

But a committee spokesman said 
Friday that 200 athletes have sent 
telegrams to the committee — 
about 90 per cent favouring going 
ahead with the Olympics. 

Meanwhile, a Soviet official said 
that the Soviet Union will attend the 
Winter Olympic Games at Lake 
Placid, New York, next month and 


~ win stage the summer games in 
Moscow, whatever the U J. does. 

“We shall fulfil our Olympic com- 
mitments," said Vladimir Popov, 
first deputy chairman of the 
Moscow Olsrmpics Organizing Com- 
mittee, answering questions In 
Moscow yesterday from television 
Interviewer David Frost. 

On the same programme, 
national opinion polls reported that 
51 per cent of Britons favour 
Britain's taking part In the Moscow 
games, 43 per cent believe some ac- 
tion should be taken, and 6 per cent 
don’t know. 

The Dutch government Friday 
asked the Netherlands Olympic 
Committee to boycott the Moscow 
Olympics. An Olympic spokesman 
said it would be difficult to refuse, 
but any decision would be guided by 
what the U.S. Olympic Committee 
decides. 

Frenchmen, however, 
overwhelmingly favour France's 
participating in the summer games 
at Moscow even if the U.S. decides 
to pull out, according to a poll 
published In the latest edition of the 
French news magazine "Le Point.” 

It showed that 72 per cent of those 
questioned supported French par- 
ticipation In the games if the 
Americans decide on a boycott. 
Nineteen per cent opposed French 
participation, and 9 per cent had no 
opinion. 

The Australian Olympic Federa- 
tion on Friday side-stepped a call 
by Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser 
for a boycott 

At a special meeting in Canberra, 
the AOF decided to pass on the 
Australian government's views to 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee. Meanwhile, It urged 
Australian athletes to continue 
training. . 

And in Abidjan, Ivory Coast, atop 
African sports official has been 
quoted -as saying that Africa would 
not boycott the games. 

Ibrahim Qrdia of Nigeria, presi- 
dent of the Supreme Council for 
Sport in Africa, was quoted by tbe 
Ghanaian press as saying, “Africa 
will be there in full force. We will 
not boycott the games.”

Hijacker quits after hostages sneak off 


Interna'l meet planned to aid Sakharov 


MIAMI (UPI). — A gunman 
travelling with Ms wife and two 
daughters hijacked a Delta Airlines 
jet on Friday and forced it to Cuba, 
where he surrendered after all his 
hostages sneaked off tbe plane 
while he negotiated for a flight to 
Iran. 

“We anuck out the back while he 
was In the cockpit," said Lynn Mar- 
tin, 19, of Dallas, one of the 53 
passengers aboard the flight, which 
returned to Miami after the sur- 
render. 

No one was harmed in the 14-hour 
ordeal, although the FBI agent-in- 
charge In Miami said “a few are 
slightly ill. Nothing serious.” 

The FBI identified the hijacker as 
Samuel Aldon Ingram Jr., 28, of 
Atlanta. They said he was with his 
wife and two daughters, aged 3 
years and 13 months. All four 
remained in the custody of Cuban 
authorities. 

It was learned that Ingram, who 
hoarded the plane through tight 


security In Atlanta, took a .25- 
caliber pistol aboard hidden in his 
baby's clothes — a ruse recently 
featured in an American comic 
strip. 

While the hijacker was 
negotiating and his family was 
sleeping, stewardesses sneaked the 
passengers off the plane in small 
groups, using the dumbwaiter that 
hoists supplies into the cabin. 

There were reports that Ingram 
had Identified himself as a Black 
Muslim, but Abraham Pasha, 
Atlanta Regional Imam of the 
World Community of Al-Islam in 
the West, said Ingram was not on 
the church's register. 


Keen observation 


THE HAGUE (AP). — Two Rus- 
sian Jews now living In Holland say 
they will convene an international 
tribunal to focus attention on the 
banishment of Soviet dissident An- 
drei Sakharov. 

"Sakharov's name stands not 
only for the fight for human rights 
in the Soviet Union, but he is also 
the personification of the Russian 
conscience," Dr. Mikhail Stern told 
a news conference on Friday. “We 
want to help him to continue his ac- 
tivities and we want to tell the 
Soviets to leave him alone.” 

"If a man like this can be shut up, 
the West will lose Its last hope of 
changing things In Russia," said 
Victor Stern. 

Mlkail Stem, 61. a physician, and 
now a professor of medicine in 
Utrecht, was allowed to leave the 
Soviet Union in 1977 after two-and* 


a-half years In a Soviet labour 
camp. He had been sentenced to 
eight years on charges of "bribery” 
after Victor and another son 
applied to leave for Israel. 

Meanwhile] in Moscow, the of- 
ficial news agency Tass scoffed at 
the White House for its “bombastic 
and hlghflown" expressions of sup- 
port for Sakharov, and denied he 
had been either arrested or exiled. 

The agency said he had 
“resettled'' in Gorky, and describ- 
ed the city as “one of the most 
beautiful in Russia, a large In- 
dustrial, cultural and scientific cen- 
tre. with Its own university.” 

Tabs confirmed a statement 
made earlier In the day by a high 
Soviet official that Sakharov would 
not be criminally charged, and that 
he would be allowed to continue his 
work.

blackmail and prostitution. 

True. Cristina Llndberg’s breasts 
were now devoid of their advertised 
Band Aida, and one could actually 
see her pubic hair from time to 
time. But the obviously simulated 
sex, artificial moans and very bad 
acting combined to make for an ex- 
perience that oould hardly be called 
exotic, erotic or exciting. 

Two of the gay men In the 
audience were giggling loudly, and 
the hottest thing around, despite the 
warnings, was the forest of glowing 
cigarettes. 

GOOD RESEARCH, however, must 
Involve more than a single ex- 
perience, so off I went to H&yarfcon 
Street where. If something "dirty" 
was to be found In Tel Aviv, it would 
surely be here. The film was en- 
titled "A Trap For A Loving 
Woman.’* 

I arrived at 12.30 {the shows run 
non-stop from 10 a.m.) and 
although I had only just left a 
theatre five blocks away, 1 could 
have sworn that the audience was 
the same. — 

The stars of this particular 
endeavour, Ann Llndbcrger and 
Barbara Scott, grappled with an 
assortment o! men and with each 
other on sofas, beds, chairs, floors, 
countertops and tables all In the 
name of badly simulated sex. The 
major problem here was not that It 
was so phoney, but rather that the 
participants went to such lengths to 
act as If they were trying to be 
phoney. 

The atmosphere was livened up a 
bit by the arrival in the cinema of 
two hookers on a morning work 
break. They sat In the front row and 
after their entrance there was a 
marked movement of men who 
suddenly wanted to be nearer to the 
screen. 

On subsequent visits over the 
next fews days, I saw 
"Flrewoman," "The Pleasure 
Woman" and "Confessions of a 
Porno Star." none of which proved 
more titillating than my earlier ex- 
periences. In fact, I soon realized 
that the promotional photographs 
and posters promised far more than 
any of these films would deliver. 

AUDIENCES for such soft-core sex 
films nevertheless account for 
nearly 20 per cent of all box -office 
receipts In Tel Aviv, and at evening 
performances there are even a 
sprinkling of heterosexual couples. 
Whether this adds anything either 
to their sexual or personal lives Is 
unknown, but the phenomenon was 
worth exploring. 


According to Ell Gelfand, one of a 
dozen distributors of such films, 
"soft sex" films are being cranked 
out by tbe gross In Sweden, France, 
the U.S.i Canada and a handful of 
other countries. 

The soft sex films — no actual 
sexual Intercourse te ever shown — 
have a wide International audience, 
Israel being no exception. In our 
land of happy censorship, where 
pornography — or even genuinely 
good art films — are often banned 
In accordance with vaguely defined 
1927 standards, these are about the 
strongest form of sex film that will 
hit out screens in the near future. 

Gelfand Is no sleez; porno 
merchant sitting In a posh office 
surrounded by scral-nude beauties. 
He Is a hard-working film dis- 
tributor wbose track record In- 
cludes "The Laceraaker." "My 
Michael," "Stretcher Drill," 
"Mystery of the Organism," 
’’Violette Nozlere." 

He perceives the sex films simply 
as part of hte business and responds 
as a businessman by reporting, ac- 
curately. that as there is an 
audience for "The Lacemaker" 
there Is also one for "The 
Tltlllations of Sally." 

He Is opposed to censorship in 
any form, but strongly supports the 
idea of a board which rates films. 
He does feel that real pornography 
should not be available to children 
under the age of 18, and that such & 
rating system would ensure their 
psychological safety. 

HIS OWN complaints about the cen- 
sorship board are much the same 
as that of other distributors in 
Israel — both those who do and 
those who da hot handle sex films: 
they object to the lack of objective 
criteria that frequently keep not 
only porno films out of the country, 
but also excellent art films. 

For example, an attempt to Im- 
port Hoshlma's critically acclaim- 
ed "Empire of the 8enses" was 
abandoned because It was felt that 
the Urge Investment would be com- 
pletely lost because the board 
would Inevitably ban the film. 

As to the erotic value of the soft- 
sex films, there simply Isn't any. 
Despite the promotional promise , 
the films are dry. boring and nearly 
sexless because of their cerebral 
celibacy. 

Though there was nothing dirty 
About the films, Z was nevertheless 
glad to leave the theatres. Perhaps 
it was the men 'a -room odour In the 
air: even the winter’s sun on lower 
Hnynrkon Street seemed warm and 
clean by comparison. 


conflict.” 

He adds that at the moment he 
opposes a Palestinian state.

ONLY A HANDFUL In the 
audience at Jerusalem’s Van Leer 
Institute last September 19 realized 
what had kindled the emotion with 
which the Austrian- Jewish writer 
Friedrich Tor berg read extracts 
from his novel, "Suessklnd von 
Trim berg.” 

The news that a PLO-planted 
bomb had just exploded In Ben 
Yehuda Street sending 50 people to 
hospital, had not yet spread 
through the city. 

But Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek. who was playing host to 
Tor berg during hte visit to Israel, 
called into the Institute a few 
minutes before the reading and told 
Tor berg of the outrage. 

Torberg, who was on hte last visit 
abroad before his sudden death In 
Austria, realized how the explosion 
highlighted the relevance of bis 
novel and he Injected new feeling 
Into his reading. “Suesildnd von 
Trim berg," which te soon to appear 
in Hebrew, is the tragic story or the 
assimilation and rejection of a 13th 
century Germon-Jewteh poet. 

In the epilogue, Torberg linked 
the 13th-century pogro mists to the 
20th-century Aryan persecutors of 
the Third Reich and their 
successors In the PLO. He wrote: 

“What has come and will come 
again and again 1s a deathly fur- 
nace crossing the globe and stop- 
ping to feed its flames on the 
material from which God made 
man. The flames nourish 
themselves repeatedly on Israel, 
God’s stiff-necked people. The 
flames nourished themselves on 
Suessklnd of Trimberg, on the Jews 
from Speyer and Mainz, on the 
Jews from Frankfurt. Prague and 
Vienna, from Sevilla and Toledo, 
from Blols and Trient, from 
Kishinev and Odessa and Lodz, and 
in our days the flames could be seen

WITHOUT detracting from the 
qualities of Poll Assa as a soloist, 
let me note first her excellence ss 
partner to the admirable cellist.

If 
her perfect Judgment In the first 
sonata could be attributed to her

He also mentions 
various legislative work in the 
social sphere — minimum wage, 
assured income and national pen- 
sion bills.

Katz, who has consistently op- 
posed the Importation of foreign 
labourers along Western European 
lines, points to a probable reduction 
in the number of Arab labourers 
from the territories working In 
Israel as a positive side-effect of 
belt-lightening.

TORBERG LEFT Israel with mix- 
ed feelings, troubled by its 
economic, political and moral 
crisis, but fortified by the resilience 
he had encountered among Israeli 
youth. 

Early in October he returned to 
Vienna and was awarded the trien- 
nial Austrian State Prize for 
Literature. But hte preparations for 
a trip to Poland were cut short by 
hte sudden death on November 10. 

Hundreds of Christian and Jewish 
friends attended the funeral. Hte 
grave te in the section for dis- 
tinguished men and women in Vien- 
na’s Jewish cemetery.

"Israeli Industries must switch to 
exports, however painful this 
proves." says Katz. This, he 
acknowledges, will necessitate a 
relaxation of the credit squeeze. "If 
wc -wish to cure the economy, we 
must soon introduce limited, 
differential aid to export-geared, 
large industries." He mentioned 
Beit Shemesh Engines, which 
produces aircraft engines and tur- 
bines, as an example of a plant that 
can export successfully and needs 
and deserves government aid to ex- 
pand. 

He also believes more money will 
have to be spent on vocational re- 
training for shifting workers from 
services to export-geared in- 
dustries. He acknowledges that 
there are public service workers 
and academics unsulted for in- 
dustrial jobs and that new jobs will 
have to be created for them.

what level of unemployment Is seen 
as tolerable — how many people 
and for how long?” 


language press paid tribute to his 
outstanding qualities as a story 
teller (discovered by Max Brod). a 
theatre critic and an observer of the 
cultural scene (particularly in the 
monthly “Forum” which he edited 
for over a decade).

Helmut Jaeserlch. the leading 
book critic of "Die Welt," noted 
that tbe passion Torberg devoted to 
his many years of research on 
Suessklnd from Trimberg reflected 
the seriousness with which he 
regarded the Jewish problem and 
himself as a Jewish author writing 
In German. "He was essentially 
Jewish — and this Is the key to his 
personality," wrote Jaeserlch. 

Marcel Reich-Ranicki, writing In 
the daily "Frankfurter 
Allgexnelne," also stressed 
Torberg’* unbroken Jewish loyalty. 
And. although Reich-Ranicki ob- 
jected to some of Tor berg’s work, 
including his predilection for 
Klflhon, he said that, after his 
return from hte American exile, 
Torberg was for two decades "one 
of the central figures of Austrian 
cultural life and one of the most 
remarkable personalities of con- 
temporary German literature." 

Reich-Ranicki placed Torberg 
firmly In the tradition of the great 
20th century Austrian Jewish 
authors led by Franz Kafka. 
Torberg. he said, had followed hte 
career "with varying success but 
never without dignity. His death 
reminds us that a great and incom- 
parable chapter of Austrian and 
German culture 1a nearing Its end. 
We have reason to mourn."

- Jesse 
Owens, the first man to win four 
Oiymple gold medals In track, will 
be released from hospital early 
next week to continue lung cancer 
treatment as an outpatient, a 
cancer specialist said on Friday. 

Dr. Stephen Jones, a professor of 
Internal medicine at the University 
of Arizona health sciences remre, 
said Owens’S spirits were up and 
hia attitude was good. 

Owens. Ofl. was admitted on 
Wednesday, He chose the hospital 
because of its reputation for cancer 
research, officials said. A cancer 
rell cloning technique, pioneered by 
reacorcher.n at the university’s 
cancer centre, was being used to 
determine what drugs would prove 
most effective In treating Owens. 

Owens entered Michael Reese 
Hospital at Chicago on December 
12 beenuse of shortness of breath. A 
large accumulation of fluid In his 
left lung was tested for cancer cells 
and the results were positive. Jones 
said. 

Owens declined to discuss his 
condition or his views on the 
proposed U.S. boycott of the Olym- 
pic Games at Moscow. Jones said. 
“His prime concern is health," 
Jones said.

They 
scored Impressive 2-0 victories over Portugal and 
Trinidad, before going out 2-1 to seeded Wert Germany, 
with Perkls winning in singles In his best performance 
of the tour. 

On the “political*' front, the Israelis became close 
friends with two Egyptians participating In the circuit, 
Tarek el-S&ka and Ahmed el-Mehelmy, Frischer told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

The four boys trained together and el-Soka and el- 
Mehelmy sold they looked forward to ploying Frischer 
and Perkls in tournaments, should they be drawn 
against each other. However, this never happened, and 
so the boys loot the opport u nity of becoming the first 
Israelis ever to compete against Egyptians on the 
sports field.

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Warning strike 


THE FOCUSING of the economic debate around the issue of a 
budget ceiling of IL405 billion — as crucial as such a ceiling may 
be to overall economic policy — is essentially -meaningless to 
the average Israeli who is called to bear the brunt of economic 
reform on bis back. 

Talk of the planned creation of "pockets** of unemployment — 
which have the nasty habit of turning into unplanned balloons of 
gigantic proportions; rumours of intentions not to pay full Cbst- 
of-Living allowances In April; and the skirmishing over the 
abolition of child allowance payments, affecting mainly the 
lower income brackets, are all, to the contrary, very tangible to 
that very average Israeli. 

■ Today's warning strike by 12 of the country's most powerful 
and pugnacious works committees should be taken — after dis- 
counting the obvious personal and political motivations of the 
organizers — as a true reflection of the concern of the average 
Israeli over the as yet unclear impact of macro-economic 
policies on him and his family. 

The country could certainly h^ve done without the jiisruption 
and even irresponsibility evinced by the strike itself. But the 
warning implicit in it is both timely and apt. Finance Minister 
Tigael Hurvitz and the Treasury strategists surrounding him 
have spent the three months since the twelfth*hour changing of 
the guard at the Ministry of Finance debating among 
themselves and skirmishing with the feudal barons in the 
Cabinet over the size of the budget cake and its division. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Hurvitz wins his initial battle on the 
principle of the budget ceiling at today's Cabinet session. But it 
is also to be hoped that he does not delude^ himself that by doing 
so he has won the major battle — of the war for economic sur- 
vival . 

Triumphing over David Levy is a necessary but marginal 
first step compared with the need to win the trust of the broad 
public and eliciting Its cooperation In a period in which most 
Israelis will be called on — or compelled — to climb down from 
the unrealistic economic heights they have hoped to reach. 

Mr. Hurvitz has racked up an Impressive accomplishment in 
his first months In office in obtaining widespread support. If one 
is to judge from his treatment by the press and in the public opi- 
nion polls. Henceforth, however, in order to guarantee continua- 
tion of that support, it is essential that the public be made privy | 
to what the Treasury planners have In store for it. So far Mr. 
Hurvitz has tended to neglect the all-important psychological 
aspects of the necessary but painful deflationary policy he is 
planning. 

The least that can be expected from government economic 
leaders, setting out on such a path, Is a high degree of sensitivity 
to the public's need .to be reassured as to the government’s 
credibility, consistency and fairness in the pursuit of such a 
policy. v 

The issue of unemployment is a case in point. It is impossible 
to say today whether the unemployment that will result from a 
deflationary policy will be marginal or more widespread. What 
is certain is that there will be more unemployment. 

What is not clear is what Mr. Hurvitz plans to do to tide those 
newly unemployed over the difficult transition until they can be 
productively employed once more. 

It is only human to resist a reduction in one's standard of liv- 
ing, especially if that reduction Is seen as a result of policy 
rather than of inanimate economic forces. And yet, there is no 
way around the difficult fact that the economy can he saved 
from catastrophe only if Israelis will learn to work more and 
adjust their standard of living to their real earnings. 

If there is any hope of persuading a large part of the public to 
go along with such a policy, it is predicated on convincing that 
public that such a policy is being pursued with a maximum of 
fairness. What is urgently needed at this point is hard evidence 
that the government is taking — not talking about — effective 
steps against that part of the population that has been living it 
up, and setting an example for the rest, due to their hitherto im- 
mune position in the untaxed black economy. 

And, finally, Mr. Hurvitz will have to produce some hard 
evidence of initial success in bringing down inflation below the 
psychologically Important 100 per cent annual rate, before the 
public iSrconfronted with the demand to forgo part of the gigan- 
tic April C-o-L allowance which few, if any, public or private 
employers wifi be able to pay. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THE SPREAD of terrorism has in- 
spired new product lines for the 
Chicago Bullet-proof Equipment 
Co. of Park Forest, Illinois. 

The firm originally thrived on 
fabricating bullet-protective 
systems for currency exchanges 
during the Depression when many 
U.S. banks failed, the Associated 
Press reports. But it has kept pace 
with the times, expanding Its wares 
to protect police special weapons 
teams, skyscraper windows and 
casings for computers at nuclear 
power plants. Robert L. Carstena, 
co-owner with his brother Bernard, 
says the small firm south of 
Chicago has a record number of 
orders for ■•bullet-resistive" 
systems and will have sales of 
about $5xn. this year. "There's no 
such thing as bullet-proof," 
Carstens says, "only bullet 
resistive." 

Most of the demand for such 
products comes from money- 
handling firms like banks or ar- 
moured car companies and credit 
unions, but Carstens says many 
orders for bullet-resistive systems 
come from foreign nations, em- 
bassies. military posts, super- 
markets and hospitals. “One office 
in Chicago, which Is located on an 
upper floor of a tall "building, 
wanted rlfle-prooNglaas In its win- 
dows — I suppose In case someone 
fired from a nearby building." 

Other products Include garage 
doors with gun ports "so people can 
shoot out, but not in" to protect the 
vehicles of teams on 24-hour guard 
at seven air force bases in the U.S., 
he says; 

One of the company’s most un- 
usual jobs since it was founded In 
1932 was to make a bullet-resistant 
casing for the' Hope diamond when 
it was exhibited in Chicago in the 
1950S.

THE SOVIET invasion ot 
Afghanistan would not have been 
possible without one of. the most 
successful feats of 19th century 
European imperialism — the 
colonization of Central Asia by 
Tsarist Russia. 

The Asian empire acquired by the 
tsars in the latter half of the last 
century is the only Western empire 
never to have been dismantled. For 
a period after the 1917 Revolution, 
the Russians wavered about their 
ancestors* huge Asian conquests, 
but those qualms have long been 
forgotten. 

Soviet historians do not talk any 
more of the “conquest" of Central 
Asia by the tsars. The Uzbeks, 
Kazakhs and Kirghiz are now said 
to have “voluntarily joined" the old 
empire, and monuments with that 
message have been put up In Cen- 
tral Asian cities. 

Russia was the only imperial 
power in Europe that could build an 
empire simply by walking 
eastwards. This made the expan- 
sion seem inevitable. As Lord Cur- 
zon said : “Russia was compelled to 
go forward as the earth is to go 
round the sun." 

The conquest of the other Euro- 
pean empires, with small numbers 
of men setting off in boats on long, 
uncertain voyages, was quite 
another affair. The Russian ad- 
vance was more like the inevitable 
American victory over the Red In- 
dians. 


Springboard to Kabul 


MARK FRANKLAND looks back to Russia’s 19th century 
conquest of Central Asia to understand Moscow’s present- 
day policies. 


THE RUSSIAN conquests In Ada in 
the latter half of the 19th century 
were not particularly difficult. The 
peoples of Central Asia were not 
nations in the modern sense of the 


worth They were composed of the 
nomads of the great Kazakh steppe 
and the three rickety Khanates of 
Khiva. Kokand and Bokhara. 

When there was resistance, the 
Russians dealt with it quickly and 
harshly. "I hold it as a principle," a 
tsarist general said, “that in Asia, 
the duration of peace is in direct 
proportion to the slaughter you in- 
flict on the enemy. The harder you 
hit them, the longer they will be 
quiet afterwards." 

Tbe Bolshevik revolution was 
carried out in Central Asia largely 
by Russian and Ukrainian im- 
migrants and the Red Army. These 
immigrants, plus the Red Army 
and a Russian-directed Communist 
Party, were essential ingredients of 
the modernization that has been 
achieved in Central Asia since 1917 
— a modernization that has brought 
Soviet Central Asia a far higher 
standard of education and living 
than Afghanistan's or Pakistan's. 

The major cities of Central Asia 
are today largely Russian cities. In 
Kazakhstan, Kazakhs make up only 
one-third of the population, while 
over 40 per cent are Russians. The 
climate of Central Asia and good 
supplies of local food seem very at- 


tractive to many Russians, 
Ukrainians and Byelorussians. 


THIS LARGE European population 
helps Moscow keep the region un- 
der firm control. The Russians also 
use the party -apparatus and the 
KGB. Central Asian republics have 
usually had Russians or Ukrainians 
as the number two in their party 
hierarchy (a post that gives control 
of all party appointments) and as 
the security chief. The Soviet army 
Is there as the ultimate sanction. 

It is not surprising, then, that 
Soviet Central Asia should not Itself 
have felt the tremors that have 
shaken the rest of tbe Islamic 
world. But will this be so forever? 

The Soviet revolution was 
resisted in Central Asia by the 
revolt of the Basmach! (a word 
used throughout Turkistan to mean 
marauder). But it was poorly 
organized, ill-armed and weakened 
by disagreements among Its 
leaders. Although Enver Pasha, the 
Turkish War Minister, took pail hi 
it for a while, it was all over by the 
early 1920s. 

A greater threat, and one with 
pc&sibly zhbre significance for the 
future, was the affair of Sultan 


Galiyev. A Tartar from Kazan, not 
a Central Aslan, Galiyev was both a 
Moslem and a Communist. 

For. a time he was Stalin's right- 
hand man In the Commissariat for 
Nationalities. 

He then became convinced that 
European, interpretations of Marx- 
ism did not tit Moslems. He had the 
idea of creating a Moslem .state 
based on the Kazan Moslem hut em- 
bracing the Central Aslans and all 
other Soviet Moslems. It would then 
help spread Communism in the rest 
of Asia. 

The Bolsheviks would not tolerate 
this, and In 1923 Galiyev was kicked 
out of the party and arrested. He is 
thought to have been executed in 
1930. 


ONE CANNOT rule out the 
possibility that Gallyev's idea that 
Moslem Communism, or Com- 
munism in ex-colonial - countries, 
should be different from Russian or 
European Communism might sur- 
face again In Central Asia. Most 
Western scholars of the area are 
struck by the way Soviet Central 
Asians stick to. an Islamic way of 
life, even if many are no longer 
strict, practising Moslems. 


BEZALEL ZOLTI issues a ruling 
that attendance at a Conservative 
synagogue is worse than worthless. 
Alexander Schindler suggests that 
having a Jewish father should 
make a Jew. Simon Dolgin counter- 
attacks by stating that ad hoc 
change in Jewish law is impassible. 
Reuven Hammer counter-attacks 
by identifying Orthodoxy with 
theocracy and Conservatism with 
pluralism. And all of these worthies 
speak of Halacha. 

The right claims Halacha is eter- 
nal. The moderate right claims it is 
that and also humane. The left 
argues that Halacha without ethics 
is cruel. The moderate left argues 
that Halacha should not mix with 
politics. The middle Left points out 
that Halacha is amenable to 
change. Right, left and centre all 
speak of 618 commandments: keep- 
ing all of them, some of them or 
changing some. 

It is my contention that all of 
these groups, each in its own way, 
commits the error, or perhaps the 
intellectual dishonesty, of seeing in 
the Halacha what they presuppose 
is there, and not counting the list of 
613 commandments carefully, or 
examining them in detail. 

All sides — Orthodox, modern 
Orthodox, Conservative, 
Traditional, Reform, Reconstruc- 
tionist, and even secularism — see 
in Halacha what they want to see.

either in support or in opposition. If 
you look, and decide not to see, you 
can find humanism, racism, 
superstition, theocracy, liberalism, 
democracy, witch-hunting, unifor- 
mity, flexibility, cruelty and 
kindness in the Halacha. If you In- 
clude the Agada, the liat of 
merchandise is even longer. 

If you find the right page in 
Talmud, the correct section in the 
Codes, and the exact listing in the 
613 Commandments, you will find 
the following; 

There are no less than six com- 
mandments that deal with states of 
mind, articles of faith, belief. It is 
therefore, not true; as so often 
stated glibly by defenders of tbe 
faith, that Judaism only cares wbat 
you do. and not- about what you 
think or feel. 


all those areas that liberal Jews ot 
all persuasions would like to 
separate from religion. 

There is an amazing range of 
legislative as well as interpretive, 
powers given to the rabbis in 
Jewish law by Talmud and Codes. 
The power of the court is limitless 
in financial matters, confiscation, 
and lawsuits, and even in physical 
punishment, discipline and 
emergency measures, the belt din 
has authority to imprison, if tbe 
situation warrants it. 


There are many more com- 
mandments that deal with politics, 
community, elections, voting, 
kings. Sanhedrin, armies, war and 


The Talmud is replete with rab- 
binic emendations, amendments, 
remedial legislation, preventive 
enactments, and the technique for 
them is spelled out and systematiz- 
ed in the Codes, not only adding to 
Torah law. but subtracting from it, 
not only in passive prohibition, but 
in active enactment. The most 
famous of tbese is the acceptance of 
leas than the testimony of two 
qualified witnesses for establishing 


the death of a husband, permitting 
hiB wife to remarry in defiance of 
Tora law requiring two qualified 
witnesses for the determination of 
marital cases. 

Moat of the fanatic acts -that so 
horrify us, unfortunately, can be- 
based on Talmudic, Halachic 
provisions. For example, in the 
name of saving the Tora, you are 
permitted to violate it. “It is a time 
to do for the Lord — they abrogate 
Thy Tora." Throwing stones on 
Shabbat is tbe least act of zealotry 
that can be justified by this princi- 
ple. 


MY MESSAGE to both sides, all 
sides, in the religious controver- 
sies, is that neither tbe right nor tbe 
left have tbe privilege of claiming 
exclusive possession of either ex- 
pertise or tolerance. I recognize 
that the most extreme Orthodox 
thinkers can be blessed with great 
knowledge of science and 
philosophy.

SOCIAL WORKER IMMIGRANTS 


DANGEROUS STREET LIGHTS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — As the U.8. representative 
of the Israel Association of Social 
Workers, based In New York from 
1977 to 1979 and working in conjunc- 
tion with tbe Israel Aliya Centre, 
the Israel Ministry of Labour and 
Social Affairs, the American 
Zionist Youth Foundation and the 
North American Aliya Movement, I 
wish to confirm both the spirit and 
content of Judy Siegel’s article of 
January 15, "Promised jobs while 
abroad, social workers feel pinch.’ 1 




As a result of our recruitment and 
counselling efforts, 190 social 
workers are now In the practical 
stages of aliya planning, par- 
ticipating in social work aliya study 
circles and registered in Israel 
aliya centres In Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia and elsewhere. 
Another 30 social workers are 
already in Israel, learning Hebrew 
in ulpanim around the country and 
preparing themselves for a career 
in Israeli social services. 


May I offer some words of advice 
to social workers who are on their 
way to Israel, with a social work 
degree and a working knowledge of 
Hebrew: come. Do not take no for 
an answer when you are told that a 


position has been frozen. Document 
any hesitancy of a social work 
employer to hire you for reasons 
other than professional 
qualifications or la n guage abilities. 
Send the documentation to Yitzhak 
Kadman, Executive Secretary, 
Israel Association of Social 
Workers, 93 Arlosoroff Street, Tel 
Aviv. Send copies of the documen- 
tation to members of tbe World 
Zionist Organization Leadership, 
P.O.B. 92, Jerusalem. 

Incidentally, the freeze on 
government hiring does not 
necessarily affect positions in the 
semi-public or private agencies 
which employ social workers. 

Basically, the issue of social work 
aliya may be one of attitude. “Mak- 
ing it" in the profession is certainly 
dependent on flexibility. But the 
social worker can also make 
demands on tbe government after 
investing up to 312,000 in a 
professional education, taking the 
time to learn the language and be- 
ing actively recruited to come by 
all Israeli agency representatives. 
After all. we know that Israel needs 
these workers to upgrade her social 
services.
